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SEVENTH ANNOUNCEMENT. 

15 October 1888. 

HE delay in the appearance of the Index Volume has 
arisen partly from the difficult nature of the book 
itself, and partly from the diminution of my spare 
time through the greatly increased pressure of my 
professional life. 

The difficulty in the book itself has been to know 
how to begin or where to end. Over two thousand Titles 
put into print have had to be thrown away, having been 
described too fully, and set in too large a size of type. 
Compression in their description must go hand in hand 
with the collection of the Titles, if the matter is ever to 
be got within the compass of a single volume ; but even 
with that help, 1 have no clear idea, at this time of 
writing, what the printing cost of the book will be. It cannot be estimated for. 

Three years ago, before I commenced the bibliographical search now in progress, I 
thought I was fairly acquainted with our earlier printed Literature. Since then, however, 
books have turned up in hundreds, of which I had not the least previous knowledge ; 
together with fresh editions of well-known works. It has also been my good fortune to 
handle some original copies which I had given up as lost, such as Toft's Laura^ 1597; and 
Powell's Welch Bait, 1603, which was suppressed by the State. I trust therefore that 
when Volume V. appears, it will be found to give, within the compass of a few hundred 
pages, a clearer view of the English books produced in the days of Spenser, Shakespeare, 
Bacon, and Ben Jonson than has hitherto been anywhere obtainable. While possibly some 
of the commoner books may not be found in it, probably such a collection of secretly printed 
forbidden books (whether written by Protestants, Roman Catholics, Brownists, Martinists, 
the Family of Love, Hetheringtonians, or others), of Minor Poetry, of Sermons, and of out 
of the way tracts, has never before been brought into a single English Bibliography.

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74 SEVENTH ANNOUNCEMENT. 

In bespeaking the generous forbearance of the Subscribers in respect to all short- 
comings, and also for further time ; I beg to submit the following for their favourable 
consideration : 

1. I am away from the books themselves. Residing here in Birmingham, I have 
to travel 230 miles every time I want to see a book in the British Museum ; or 
120 miles every time I go to the Bodleian Library at Oxford. The loss of so 
much time in merely going to and fro, has been very vexatious. 

2. The primary object, in this Transcript^ of the Bibliographical Summary, is rather 
the History of English Printing than that of English Literature : to furnish, in 
fact, an annual London Directory of the Book Trade between 1553 and 1640; 
the Titles being merely so many vouchers for the addresses. 

3. Therefore what is being aimed at is, not so much a conspectus of the Literature, 
as to lay down the lines of a chronological Plan of Record; whereupon, in 
this and the next generation, a number of workers may co-operate together 
towards securing an exhaustive Bibliography of our Golden Age. Once an 
adequate framework has been constructed, it will be easy to fill in details. 
For example, if each Public Librarian would but add one fresh Title a week to 
the beginning here made, this work would soon be done. 

4. From first to last, this Index Volume will absorb the spare energies of four or 
five years of a very busy life ; during which period I shall have absolutely ab- 
stained from all other publishing. This is as much, I think, as my individual 
contribution to this national Bibliography should amount to. Let others, with 
more time and greater facilities, carry on the work to its completion. Also 
a large reprinting effort still invites me, and I am anxious to get to it. 

I must further beg leave to remind the Subscribers, that the Bibliographical 
Summary is a free gift to them. It was neither contemplated nor promised when the 
Transcript was first undertaken. I therefore reserve the right to make any further use 
of it that may seem desirable. 

The List of Subscribers at pp. 78-80, shows that copies of this Transcript are now to be 
found in most civilized countries ; and also that only Nine Large Paper Sets (£65, 12s. 6d. 
each) now remain in my possession. These will go to the first who apply for them. 

I am sorry to know that some of the original Subscribers have passed away. Any 
one wanting to sell, or to buy, a used Set, can communicate with me. As out of 
the 230 Sets printed, about 110 Sets are already known to be in Public Libraries; and 
as the Work is not stereotyped, the Transcript must soon become one of the scarcest 
of books. 

In conclusion, I may be allowed to acknowledge the great gratification which has 
been afforded to me by the generous appreciation of this single-handed endeavour, on 
the part of English Students at home and abroad. 

The Stationers Company are willing that I should carry on the transcript of the 
Text from 1640, to the French Revolution 1789; but whether I shall ever have the 
time, the courage, and the support to accomplish that, I cannot now say.

Thk following pages 76 and 77 are roughly made up, for the year 
1582, as an example, and to occasion suggestions on the part of others. 

1. It is aimed at, that each Title shall not occupy more than two 
lines. The substance of it only therefore will be given, if pos- 
sible in five or seven words : which will not necessarily be the 
first words of the long-winded descriptions that served as Titles in 
those days. It will be given in modem spelling, unless it was printed 
in broad Scotch, Law French, or phonetic English. Towards the end 
of the Title wUl sometimes be found in square brackets [ ] Catch 
Words, giving the name of a second Author in the book, or some 
further information about it, such as [A. MARLORAT], [Algebra], &c. 
It will often be possible to describe a Reprint in one line ; but new 
Works, when of great rarity or special interest, such as R. BRO WN's 
book on p. 77, may be dwelt upon at greater length. For brevity sake. 
Christian names will be represented in the Text by their initial letters, 
and almost all designations will be omitted. Fictitious and female 
names however will always be given in fulL 

2. Every Title will have a number. There will be two series of 
numbers : the one consecutive, for New Books ; the other for Reprints, 
referring to the number of the original edition. The group of New 
Books will come first, usually under the name of the Master Printer, 
arranged in the alphabetical order of the names of the Authors ; after 
which anonymous fresh issues will follow. Under New Books will 
be included fresh Translations of old Works. Then will come the 
similarly arranged group of Reprints. It is hoped that of one or the 
other, about Ten Thousand Editions may be included in this Biblio- 
graphical Summary; which would then probably represent about 
one-half or one-third of the total English, Scottish, and Irish litera- 
ture of the time. 

3. Each Edition, whether new or reprint, will be Inserted but once 
in this Bibliography : all literary cross references &c., being relegated 
to the Second Index of the Volume. A Title Edition (where the same 
printed sheets are re-issued with a fresh title page) will be reckoned 
as a Reprint.

References in square brackets, thus [ii. 408], [\L 410], [iL 414] are to 
the previous Volumes of this Work. 

Works published under initial letters, of which the Authors are 
known, will be recorded thus— T. C[ARTWRIGHT], R. H[AKLUYT] : 
but in the Index, the initials and the name will be found in their several 
places. The chapter only (not the verses) of the texts of Sermons will 
be given ; together with the place, date, &c. The Counties of all 
English, Scotch, and Irish places named in the Text, will be found after 
them in the Second Index. 

Many Library Catalogues totally ignore the noble army of Translators. 
In this Work, they will be considered as of equal importance with 
the Authors. The reader will not fail to mark how large a portion of 
the Literature of our Grolden Age consists of translations. 

Writers will be quoted in the Text as far as possible under their 
natal names, rather than under the Latin forms of them: but both 
forms will be found in the Index. For example, native names like 
Bp. J. OSORIO DE FONSECA rather than Bp, H. OSORIUS, and 
Card. S. HOZYUSZ rather than Card. S. HOSIUS. 

Generally speaking, the cataloguing system of the British Museum 
will be referred to for guidance in difficulties. 



5. The Titles of the London printed books will be gathered 
under 'the names of the Master Printers, as J. Day, J. Kingston, 
R. Waldegrave. Only when the Printer's name cannot at present be 
ascertained, will the Title be found under that of the Publisher ; as 
O. Cawood, A. Maunsell, T. Woodcock. 

It should be remembered that throughout the Five Volimies of this 
Transcript 1553-1640, the names of members of the Company of 
Stationers of London are uniformly distinguished by being set in 
black [Clarendon] t3rpe, like the above — J. Day, B. Waldegxavo^ 
O. Cawood, and T. Woodcock. 

In cases where one London Master Printer published a book which 
was avowedly printed for him by another Printer, it will be found 
under the name of the Producer. 

At the end of each Title will be found the Publisher's name. Where 
this does not occur, the Master Printer must be looked upon as pub- 
lishing the book himself, as they often did. 

All secretly printed and anonymously produced books will be put 
together. There is no space in this Volume to discuss whether they 
were printed outside Britain or not. 

6. In this Bibliographical Summary, it may occur that not a single 
Title appears, in a particular year, under one, or more than one, 
of the London Master Printers. In Herbert, there are sometimes 
such gaps for &ve, or even for ten years. If these men were then con- 
stantly producing fresh books, this simply represents our present 
ignorance of a Literature which was much larger than we now take 
it to be ; and the only remedy lies in a further search. 

On the other hand, I never look at the great folios of that Age, like 
FOX's Acts and Monuments dtc. or Sir W. RALEIGH's History q/ 
the World, without wondering how many of the Twenty-two London 
Printing Houses (possessing in all not more than some Fifty jealously 
guarded hand printing presses) were engaged in its production. For 
example, it seems clearly impossible, that J. Day could have himself 
turned out all the books he published ; seeing that, at the most, he had 
only Four hand presses in his workshop over Alders Gate. He must 
have employed other Printers to some extent. 



7. The addresses of the London Master Printers and Publishers will 
be given from my personal inspection of thousands of the original 
copies, or of reliable reprints, &c. : but they are clearly provisional. 
Any day, a dated book may turn up that would alter a particulai* 
address for a given year. 

When a Title is described from a doubtful or unsatisfactory 
authority, a double asterisk (**) will be put at the end of it. It is 
better to give an imperfect hint of the existence of a book about a cer- 
tain year, than to omit all notice of it whatever. E. A.
